Senator Teller Makes a Speech 
and Willi Ollier Delegates 
Leaves the Convention. 



The 'great convention is over j 
William McKinley, ot Ohio, is the 
nominee lor ('resident, and Garret A. 
Hobart, of Near Jersey, for Vice 
President, the platform is for the ex- 
isting gold stamlaid, and Senator 
Teller ami twenty-two other delegates 
have inarched out of the Republican 
parly. 

'I here were two reports ot the com- 
mittee on resolutions, the majority 
report on the financial <piesti»u. which 
we print elsewhere, was adopted by a 
v-Jte at 812A to 110A When the 
result was announced Mr. Frank 
Cannon, the youthful senator from 
Utah, advanced to the platform and 
with Senator Teller standing by his 
side, read in ringing tones and with 
many gestures the following protest: 

“We hold that this convention has 
seceded from the truth; that the tri- 
umph of such secession would be the 
eventual destruction of our freedom 
ami our civilization. To that end 
the people will not knowingly follow 
any political party; and we choose to 
take our place in the ranks of the 
great mass of citizens who realize that 
the hour has come for justice. Did 
we deem this issue less important to 
humanity wo would yield, since the 
associations i f all our political lives 
have beeu entertained wiili the men 
ami the measures of his party ot past 
mighty achievements.

There was not a single one of the 
15,000 or lti, 000 people in the^ great 
hall w ho did not do his or her best to 
swell the sounds of jubilee and to join 
in the grand popular demonstration in 
favor of the successful candidate.

P’att, on hehrlf of Mr. Morton’s 
friends, also seconed the motion, aud 
in doing so pledged the state of New 
York for a mighty majority for the 
nominee. Gor. Hastings, of Penn- 
sylvania, seconed it for the suppor 
ters of Mr. Quay. 

The convention then proceeded to 
call the states for nominations for 
Vice President.

The gold standard means low 
wages and low prices for products, 
and that is verified by the conditions 
in every country of the worlct where 
it has been tried. I believe the 
adoption of the gold standard will 
in the end lie destructive of the great 
interests for which the Republican 
party has professedly stood during 
all the years of its existence. 

“Mr. Chairman, 1 shall break from 
the party of my youth and the party 
of my choice, and the party that has 
given me honors as few men have 
been given honors, with a heart feel- 
ing as though I were going to my 
grave, as though I were burying my 
best friend, and nothing but the su 
preme conviction of the danger of 
the maintenance of this gold stand- 
ard could induce me io make the 
sacrifice; but the convictiou is upon 
me that it is a duty, not to my peo- 
ple alone, not to the people of Colo- 
rado alone, but a duty which 1 owe 
to you and to the whole world as well 
that impels me to ibis step, 

“1 came to this convention reluc- 
tantly, fearing that this would be the 
result of your deliberations anti that 
1 should have to go away, having 
performetl wfiat is to me one of the 
most agreeable actions of my whole 
life. And yet 1 repeat 1 woultl des- 
pise my self believing as 1 do in the 
supreme importance of this question 
if I failed to make any sacrifice that 
this cause demands, if 1 failed be- 
cause of the fear of taunts that will 
surely coire to me when l shall have 
done my duty as my judgment tells 
me to do it. I am going to fight for 
this principle, but 1 can no longer 
tight for it in the Republican ranks 
with hopes of success.

“I did not intend to detain you 
except with so long in public life and 
in private life in the paramount im- 
portance of the principles for which 
1 have contended so long i i public 
life and in private life. It is my car- 
cst belief th t no question is of more 
vital importance to the people of the 
United States or deserving of more 
careful attention than the financial 
q uestion which is now presented for 
your solutiou.”

“I look for no serious uonsoquuu- 
ces,” ho went on, “in the Venezue- 
lan matter. A war between England 
and the United States would be tho 
disintegration of the British Empire 
and no greater evil could happen to 
mankind.”

Whole Town of kumais Swept Into 
the Raging Sea. 



Yokohama, June 17. — News of a 
terrible disaster, involving the loss of 
over one thousand lives, has reached 
here from the island of Yesso, which 
contains the northern provinces of 
Japan. 

All sections of the island seem to 
have been more or less shaken. The 
subterranean disturbance lasted about 
twenty hours, aud during that period 
the utmost terror prevailed. 

The ground rumblings are described 
as resembling the roarings of distunt 
cannon. Shock followed shock in an 
almost uninterrupted succession, for 
about every eight minutes. In all, it 
is estimated there were 150 shocks, 
of more or less force. 

It is impossible to obtain, for the 
present, accurate details of the disas- 
ter, as communication between the 
mainland of Japan (Island of Hondo) 
and Yeddo, from which the former is 
separated by the Straight ot Tsugara 
is said to he interrupted, or more pro- 
bable iu the hands of the authorities. 
The whole town of Kumais, however, 
is reporter! to have beau destroyed.
